Owing- to an error, due to the ab-

the wagis of the miners employed by 
the Dunbar Furcac<- Company and its 
aJHea interests at Duabar had been re- 
auced, whereas the ifem should have 
read that a reduction of wages had 
takeu place "not includine; its niin-jr.-."
